Several minutes later, it was 
reported, Hoskins left the church 
and gaid hello to the Rev. Mr. 
Freeman’s son, John, 11, and 
walked away. 


| Young Freeman thought he had

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County Sales Tax 
Isn't Answer Now 


The November - December Fulton 
County Grand Jury has recommended en- 
actment of a 1 per cent sales tax applica- 
ble in the county and city to finance the 
schools of both. Property taxes, already 
high, would be frozen at their present 
level. 

That the jury worked conscientiously 
we do not doubt. 

And that the problem of schools is 
acute and will remain so is not to be 
questioned, 

But certainly the 1 per cent sales tax 
is not now the answer. The future may 
find us resorting to it. But for one Geor- 
gia county, in these days of urban devel- 
opment to adopt such legislation would be 
to make sick the goose which lays the 
golden égg. Now, to be sure, that egg is 
not enough. That must be admitted read- 
ily and without equivocation. 

The grand jury faced the facts. Those 


ed in our schools and that on the basis of 
children already born we are going to be 
overwhelmed in a very few years. 

But a sales tax in Fulton County, 
which would drive business to shopping 
areas outside, would also spawn many 
more such areas built just outside Fulton’s 
limits. This would be harmful taxwise in 
the city and county. So we reject the sug- 
gested sales tax for Fulton County alone. 

But in rejecting it let there be no 
irresponsible evasion of the factS and 
no retreat into the haven of 
utting out frills. Frills 
there are and they should be eliminated. 

This will not be easy because doting 
parents who think the city and county 
should teach their children these frills 
are responsible for them. But a deter- 
mined decision can remove them. 

As to economy, the county and city 
schools are run by capable, honest.ad- 
ministrators. There is no waste or ex- 
travagance. Nor is there any corrupt use 
of funds. The city and county taxpayers 
get a good return on their money. Frills 
there are, but not waste in the accepted 
sense of the word. 

So we come down to brass tacks. 

A county-wide sales tax is not the an- 
swer. Perhaps in time the state law, 
which presently forbids any sales tax 
other than that of the state, can be ex- 
tended to counties for schools. Perhaps 
the people will be willing to do something 
about the homestead exemption insofar 
as schools are concerned. That should be 
the next step but it, too, will be difficult. 

But let none forget the grand jury 
faced the hard facts. 

The will need about 15 
million dollars more each year to care 
for the great increase in school popula- 
tion. If the grand jury sales tax 
posal shocks us into an awakening it will 
have served a useful purpose.

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Rep. Smith Removes 


Late Primary Obstacle 


Rep. Muggsy Smiht, whose opposition 
held up passage of local legislation last 
year which would have provided for a 
late city primary, announces he will sup- 
port such a bill if offered at this session 
of the Legislature. 

This is a most gratifying reversal. Rep. 
Smith, whose good legislative sense was 
not borne out in his stubborn insistance 
for the early primary when the other 
three members of the delegation wanted 
it, deserves a hand for coming around. 

We trust this removes the last obstacle 
to agreement which could end the confu- 
sion of an early primary and a late gen- 
eral election, a costly duplication which 
resulted this year in two bitter contests. 

The Atlanta League of Women Voters 
is supporting legislation which would 
eliminate the primary as such and provide 
for one city general election in the fall. 
This plan has merit. But whether it is 
adopted or not, the early primay should 
give way to a late one and brifig an end 
to manipulation of primary dates to suit 
the convenience of politicians.

TVA Does Good Job 
In Face of Obstacles 


The Tennessee Valley Authority's an- 
nual report offers dramatic proof of the 
project’s tremendous accomplishments 
that become more impressive each year. 

Overshadowing all of its other achieve- 
ments during the past fiscal year was 
stemming of the largest flood on the Ten- 
nessee River in TVA’s history. Lives were 
saved and loss of millions of dollars in 
property damage prevented. 

The authority presently is engaged in 
construction of seven additional steam- 
electric units at three plants. Even with 
the extra power they will furnish, only 
a small margin of capacity over demand 
is expected during the winters of 1958-59 
and 1959-60. ss. . 

Despite the fact that the federal gov- 


ernment consumes more than half of 
TVA’s total electric output, the adminis- 
tration has persistently placed stumbling 
blocks in the path of the project. 

While there are logical arguments as to 
why TVA should confine its operations to 
its present geographical section, the ad- 
ministration’s determination to handcuff 
the authority so that it encounters consid- 
erable difficulty in meeting the needs of 
its assigned territory is unfair and un- 
justified.

It is plain on the eve of the 1958 con- 
gressional session that national defense 
again will be the major issue in the spot- 
light and in the headlines. 


Upcoming is the first of a- series of 
Rockefeller financed studies, conducted 
by an imposing array of national leaders, 
which will propose fundamental changes 
in the defense setup—something along the 
lines of the old German general staff.

Whether adopted in its entirety or not, 
the Rockefeller study is bound to have a 
profound influence on our developing 
military program. It is obvious. that 
changes must be made. With military ex- 
penditures certain to continue to rise, 
military management must be stream- 
lined to get the maximum in security 
with available funds. 


In this undeclared war we must fight, 
the Soviet Union has chosen its weapons— 
military, economic and scientific. It can 
be lost in any of these fields. But we 
have been forewarned and if we are will- 
ing to take the steps necessary for sur- 
vival we can do so. The call to arms is 
in the classrooms of this country as surely 
as in the Pentagon.

The Fulton County Grand Jury has 
made a number of practical suggestions 
about handling downtown Atlanta traffic 
which the traffic commission, the board of 
aldermen and the police department 
should give immediate attention. ; 

Recommendations range from pedes- 
trian rights to education ofpexpressway 


drivers and enforcement of\speed laws 
thereon. If anything, the Pt ser: 
do not go far enough. 

Many of Atlanta’s traffic regulations 
and driving habits would discredit the 
smallest towns but the fact they have been 
tolerated so long in a metropolitan com- 
munity is unbelievable. 

Atlanta is now a big city. It is time 
we started thinking in terms of a metro- 
politan area and adopted traffic regula- 
tions befitting such an area. 


The jury urged consideration of the 
following, among other things: 


Enforcement of no-parking signs, more 
one-way streets, three-way traffic and 
one-way traffic in four-lane streets alter- 
nating between morning and night traf- 
fic, bridges at certain busy intersections, 
side-street loading at hotels to eliminate 
blocking of traffic on main thorough- 
fares, eliminating blocking of pedestrian 
crosswalks, elimination of lefthand turns 
in downtown Atlanta, etc. 


All of these recommendations are 
worthy of adoption. 


The jury could have gone further and 
recommended doing away with on-strect 
parking in the downtown area as quickly 
as possible, enforcement of: truck loading 
and unloading restrictions during rush 
hours, concessions for fast movement of 
transit vehicles, as rapid replacement of 
the obsolete trolleys as possible, intensive 
study of. the off-street parking problem, 
location of parking lots and garages and 
perimeter parking. 

Atlanta must wake up to its’ traffic 
problem. It is no longer Marthasville but 
a bustling metropolitan area pushing to- 
ward its first million population.

Present Flimsy Arguments 


An exhaustive study by its council on drugs and its council on nu- 
trition has caused the American Medical Assn. to reaffirm, in stronger 
language, its previous position that fluoridation of public water sup- 
plies is a safe method of reducing tooth decay among children. 


It is too early to cite specific 
results of Chicago’s program but 
there has been no indication of 
ill effects .and reports from other 
cities have consistently vindicat- 
ed the city council’s judgment. 

In the city of Evanston, where 
fluoridated water has been used 
for 10 years, the. incidence of 
tooth decay among children 6 to 8 
years old has dropped 64 per cent. 


As we look back now, the argu- 
ments against fluoridation seem 


. trifling and unjustified. Witnesses 


hinted at dire diseases caused by 
drinking fluorine — diseases 
marked by a “general wasting 
away of the body.” 

Some Army physicians report- 
ed that fluoririe would cause mot- 
tled teeth. Others said it might 
cause kidney ailments. One alder- 
man said it would damage the 
city water pipes. Even the Asso- 
ciation of Commerce and Indus- 
try opposed it. , 

The AMA’s finding should prove 
reassuring to those who have had 
qualms about fluoridation. It is

In the early part of a new year, it is a whole- 
some experience to stop aad ask the question, 
“What do I want in life?’ That is a question 
which must be restudied as one grows older

change. In his book, “Success Is Within You.” Howard Whitman 
gives several examples of how our wants change with the years. 


One 51-year-old man listed his 
wants as follows: Age 10, to own 
a horse. Age 15, to become a 
famous scientist (second choice, 
opera singer). Age 25, to have a 
private office and a secretary. 
Age 35, to have an assured 
income, Age 45, to get more fun 
out of life. Age 51, to stop working 
so hard. 


Actually a lot of people go 
through life never really knowing 
what they want. They are like the 
man who “got on his horse and 
rode off in all directions.’”’ No 
wonder they never get any- 
where. Certainly if you shoot at 
nothing, that is what you will hit. 

Take pencil and paper and write 
down what you think you want. It 
will look different on paper and 
as you study your list you will see 
that some of the things you wrote 
are not really what you want. Then 
subject your list to “‘the Jones 
lest.”” That is, do I really want 
this myself or do I want it for 
the Joneses? Is it a real want of 
mine or do I just want to impress 
someone else? 

[ have known more than one 
person who worked and worked 
for something and then dis- 
covered he did not really want 
that, after all. It is pitiful for so 
many to miss so much of the joy 
and satisfaction of life because

they gave themselves to get what 
they never really wanted in the 
first place. 

Taking time and being honest 
enough really to determine our 
wants is the best insurance one 
can possess. It is insurance 
against waking up some weeks or 
months: or years later and dis- 
covering that what we have been 
knocking ourselves out to get 
leaves us cold and dissatisfied. I 
know quite well a man who 
thought he wanted to be rich. He 
pushed himself to fulfill that want 
to. the point that he forgot every- 
thing else. Now he is rich but has 
discovered what he really wanted 
was not money but warm friend- 
ships. He forgot to make friends 
and now is to be pitied. 

After you decide what you want, 
here are four steps to get it: (1) 
Want it hard enough to try to get 
it. (2) Have confidence you are 
going to get it. (3) Keep after it, 
be persistent. (4) Make the sacri- 
fice it requires. 

But let us keep in mind what one 
wise person said, “Be careful 
what you set your heart on, for you 
will surely get it.” I observe 
many lives and it does seem to 
me that many people spend 
themselves for that which they do 
not really want and fail to get 
what they do want.

But while the 
West has been concentrating on 
holding the fort in Europe, Mos- 
cow has been breaking ground 
in the Middle East. While in the 
United States Congress is about 
to meet amidst gathering talk of 
reducing the size of the personnel 
and the flexibility of American 
economic aid and technical as- 
sistance, the Kremlin has been in- 
creasing its economic aid and 
expanding its technical assistance 
where it will do it the most good 
in the seething Arab world. 

We need to match missile for 
missile: no doubt about that. But 
if we try to counter Soviet eco- 
nomic aid in the Middle East with 
more missiles and less economic 
aid we will be giving the Soviets 
a free field to the goal line. 

Does this overstate the danger? 
I know of no one with better cre- 
dentials to look at the facts and 
a sounder record of clear-headed 
judgment than Ernest K. Lind- 
ley, Newsweek’s Washington 
columnist who has just returned 
from his second long tour of the 
Middle East in the past two years. 
He sums up his warning in these 
measured words:

Water is the subject of a six- 
county study completed not long 
ago by the engineering firm of 
Frederic R. Harris, Inc., of New 
York. Title of the study is ‘‘Report 
on Water Supply for the Counties 
of Fulton, DeKalb, Douglas, Clay- 
ton, Gwinnett, Cobb.”’ The survey, 
which takes a 50-year look into 
the future, was paid for by the 
governments of those counties. 

Briefly, it recommends a con- 
solidated water system to serve an 
estimated 2,400,000 persons in the 
six-county area. There would be 
that many of us by the year 2006, 
the report declares. Source of 
water supply for the proposed 
system would be the Chattahoo- 
chee River—which presently is the 
area’s principal water source. 

The area’s water needs by the 
year 2006 are estimated at 411 


million gallons daily. The present 


Atlanta water system uses approx- 
imately 63 million gallons daily. 
The Chattahoochee has a daily 
flow of 1,034,000,000 gallons, sub- 
ject to some fluctuation caused by 
Buford Dam, which impounds wa- 
ter for the area. The Chattahoo- 
chee drains 1,746 square miles 
above Atlanta, 1,046 square miles

between the dam and Atlanta. 

The report goes into the intrica- 
cies of construction and cost and 
financing the six-county water 
authority. A large storage reser- 
voir would be constructed be- 
tween Buford. Dam and Atlanta 
to stabilize the water supply. (At- 
lanta and the Georgia Power Co. 
are now adding eight feet to the 
Morgan Lake Dam with this pur- 
pose in mind.) 

The population forecasts upon 
which water demand for the six- 
county area is based are extreme- 
ly interesting. The anticipated 
growth of the area is put at 225 
per cent in the next 50 years, 
equivalent to roughly 1,700,000 
persons. 

Fulton County's 1956 estimated 
population was 553,800 persons 
(State of Georgia estimate). By 
the year 2006 there would be 1,- 
292,000 persons in the county, the 
engineering firm estimates. De- 
Kalb would go from 186,800 to 
551,000; Cobb, 78,800 to 290,000; 
Clayton, 31,400 to 154,500: Gwin- 
nett, 34,500 to 81,500; and Doug- 
las, 13,600 to 31,000. 

The largest wafer source, oth- 
er than the Chattahoochee, in use 
today in the area is Sweetwater 
Creek in Douglas County. It sup- 
plies East Point, College Park 
and Douglasville.

Mayor, 17 Aldermen, Begin 
New Terms at Rites Today

Mayo Hartsfield is expected to issue a warning 
at a reorganization of the city government Monday 
night that any new services would call for correspond- 


ing increases in taxes. 
Hartsfield and 17 aldermen will 


begin four-year terms in _ the 
ceremonies at City Hall begin- 
ning at 7:30 p.m. 

In his report on the city gov- 
ernment, Hartsfield is expected 
to warn of declining revenues 
and increasing demands for 
services. He will bluntly tell al- 
dermen and Atlantans in general 
that any substantial increases in 


city outlays for any purpose will 
result in tax increases to provide 
the money. 

Emphasizing that under his ad- 
ministrations the city has oper- 
ated on a cash basis for some 
18 years without borrowing a 
‘single cent’’ for current opera- 
tions, the mayor will stress the 
importance of maintaining sound 
fiscal operations. 


CREDIT RATING HIGH 


He will point out that Atlanta’s 
credit rating stands high among 
cities of its class because of its 
sound operations, and ‘‘increased 
outlays will mean higher tax 
levies since we will start making 
the 1958 city budget some $530,000 
short because of shrinking reve- 
nues.”” 

The mayor also will stress the 
importance of the next four 
years in insuring the city’s fu- 
ture development and growth. 

He will list traffic, airport, 
school and other improvements 
from the $51,930,000 bond issue 
voted last year as an “‘indica- 
tion of the faitn of Atlantans in 
the future of their city and an

Farewell to Chicago 


Charley Trippi quietly closed the door on an 11- 
year career with the Chicago Cardinals Saturday. He 
made the announcement via a telephone call from 
Athens to this department, which was quite a contrast 
to the day that the Georgia great cast his lot with 
the pros. 


Fresh from a fabulous All-America season, Trippi was the 
most sought-after football player since Red Grange. His final 
cone performance on New Year’s Day of 1947 earned Georgia 
gp 8 victory over North Carolina and Trippi 
~ a berth on the.all-time Sugar Bowl team. 

The bidding started in New Orleans 

and closed on Jan. 17 in the Blackstone 
Hotel in Chicago. The New York Yan- 
kees of the late All-America Conference 
™ and the Cardinals had waged a furious 
@ battle for Trippi’s signature. 
ae After conferring with Charlie 
Bidwell, the Cardinal owner in 
Chicago, Trippi winged into New 
York and huddled with Larry Mac- 
Phail and Dan Topping, then dab- 
bling with football and baseball. 
The effervescent MacPhail jumped 
the gun and informed the New 
York press that Trippi would sign 
a combination contract with the 
Yanks.

for Trippi was one of the top stories on the sports pages. Then, on 


Jan. 17, the Cardinals sealed the deal. At a lavish press party in 
the Blackstone Hotel, they announced that Trippi had signed a 
four-year contract for $100,000. 


In addition to the large bundle of greenbacks, Trippi selected 
the Cardinals due to his close friendship with Bidwell. It’s water 
over the dam, of course, but Trippi undoubtedly would have become 
head coach of the Cards had Bidwell lived. 


—They Dealt Conzelman an Ace 


At the signing ceremonies, Jimmy Conzelman, then the Cardinal 
coach, prophesied that Trippi would become one of the great backs 
in pro football. That very season, freshman star Trippi made the 
all-pro team and fired the Cards to their first and only professional 
championship. 

Around Chicago there was considerable speculation that 
Trippi would sign a baseball contract with the Cubs. He had 
offers from several major and minor league teams, including 
Atlanta and Birmingham in the Southern. 

Earl Mann landed Trippi, and he stroked .334 for the Crackers 
In his lone pro baseball campaign. Though Trippi probably wouldn’t 


have achieved greatness, he had a chance to become a major 
leaguer. The Chicago White Sox made Mann a nifty offer for 
Trippi, but the deal hinged on Charley’s choice of baseball or 


football. Of course, he elected football. 

“IT knew I could make the grade in football,”’ Trippi often said, 
in explaining the decision. “I hoped I could make it in baseball, 
and I already had a lucrative contract with the Cards.”’ 

Trippi had weathered several coaching turnovers in Chicago, 
and he could have remained on the scene this time. 

Other than saying that a new coach should be able to choose 
his assistants, Trippi was mum about his surprise departure from 
the Cardinal family. 

However, it’s no secret around Chicago that the Cardinal job 
isn't considered a coaching plum. They say that managing director 
Walter Wolfner isn't content to handle the front office. During the 
season he generously supplies unsolicited advice to coaches and 
players alike, 


—Thorpe Called Trippi the Greatest 


Trippi was mentioned as a possible successor to Richards in 
wire stories datelined Chicago. But Charley promptly scratched his 
name from the list. Would Trippi accept the job, if Wolfner called? 

“Let's put it this way,” Trippi said. “‘Only under certain con- 
ditions.’’ Charley refused to amplify his statement, and he wouldn't 
comment on what Chicago agents had said about Wolfner. 

What about the future? 

“Well, I have a tentative offer from another NFL club, and 
I may accept it,” Trippi answered. “I should know in about 
ten days.”’ 

Would Trippi consider an assistant’s post at Georgia or some 
other college? 

‘Sure, I'd be interested,”’ Trippi replied, ‘‘but I haven’t applied 
for a college job and no one has approached me about one. 

‘Fortunately, football has been kind to me financially,’’ Trippl 
continued, ‘‘and I don’t have to remain in the game, but I prefer 
to. Right now I'm going to look after my business investments 
around Athens until I hear from the pro team I mentioned.” 

So much for the future. What about the past? Briefly, what 
page would Trippi tear out of his crammed scrapbook, if he had 
to pick just one game? 

“IT guess it would be a draw,” he replied. “Our 34-0 victory 
over Tech in 1942, and the 9-0 win over UCLA in the Rose 
Bowl.”’ Trippi’s play in the Rose Bowl, incidentally, gained 
him a berth on the recently announced all-time team selected 
by the Helms Foundation. 

What about the pros? 

“The championship game in 1947, when we beat the Eagles, 
28-21,”’ he said. 

Those were the Red Letter Days. The Black Letter Day, of 
course, was Labor Day in 1955. In 18 years of prep, service, college 
and pro football, Trippi had never been seriously injured. Then, in 
one swing of John Henry Johnson's elbow, Trippi received a frac- 
tured skull and a shattered nose that hastened the end of his long 
career. Ironically, it was merely an exhibition game between the 
Cards and the San Francisco 49ers. 

Of the many compliments heaped upon Trippi, the most cher- 
ished came from Jim Thorpe. The greatest athlete said simply that 
“Charley Trippi is the greatest football player I ever saw.”
